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Justice Clark Cites Rule Of Law 
As Best Weapon In U. S. Arsenal

Large-elect Ben Finkle, all 
Colonial Campus Party mem- 
bers, were those speaking In 
defense of the party system, 
in general, and of the CCP, In 
specihc. Dave Aaronson, another 
presidential hopeful, criticized the 
CCP, but generally advocated a 
party system at the University. 

Ht^knian Defend* CCP 

In defense of his party, Mr. 
Heckman asked wters to “look 
at the i>arly record to determine 
whether or not the CCP should 
be re-elected." He cited the Young 
Democrat and Young Republican 
clubs, the HI Ball Dance, the in- 
vestigation of the check-cashing 
^ system, all planks in the CCP 
platform last year, as reasons why 
the party should be re-elected. 
“Just about everything in the plat- 
form was done," said Mr. Heck- 
man. 

Mr. Heckman also answered 
some of the criticisms which have 
been levied at the party. Because 
opposition in the nominating con- 
vention only developed for one 
oOce, Mr. Heckman said that the 
pdrty IW been charged with -“rift, 
ging" the nominating convention. 
In answer- to this. Mr. Heckman 
said that “unanimity was a strong 
point in the conventl(Mi and that 
the slate the party put up is one 
composed of student leaders." 

Mr. Heckman further stated 
that the CCP is not a party com- 
posed of students “anxious to pro- 
tect their vested Interests," but

“On you— students of the law— 
rests heavily the obligation to 
destroy such practices— watch- out 
for them. The fight for truth and 
freedom is never ending." It may 
be the weight of it is increasing, 
with visions more blurred and 
minds more twisted. But the batfle 
is not finished, for truth and in- 
dividual freedoms are not yet 
secure," he cautioned.

Aaronson Not Alone 

Mr. Aaronson was called on to 
speak after Mr. Heckman. In his 
initial statement he said, “I am 
not the source of all the criticisms 
levied at the Colonial Campus 
Party.” 

Mr. Aaronaon gave his views as 
to whether or not the campus 
should have a party system. He 
smted that be is In favor of a 
party system, “if there are two 
parties to choose from." In this 
way. he continued, “the parties 
may act as a check on each other." 

The Student Council Reorgani- 
zation plan, “of which I was the 
author, wilt provide direct repre- 


ing he took in regard to Student 
Council resolutions dealing with 
non-University subjects. Mr. Mead 
ruled the passing of any such reso- 
lution out of order by reasoning 
that is was not a power granted 
to the Stu()ent Council under the 
Articles of Student Oovemnient. 
To remedy the situation, Mr. Stu- 
art suggested that a referendum 
which would allow the Council to 
pass such resolutions, be placed 
before the student body. 

Ben Finkie, the new Member- 
at-Large for the Council, also de- 
fended the. party on the charge 
that it is run by fraternity men. 
“I am the only member of my 
fraternity in the party, yet I have 
been on its slate for two straight 
years. This should definitely prove 
that the party is not run by fra-

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• UNIVERSITY RUSSIAN AND 
Writers' clubs will produce a sym* 
posium commemorating the Chek- 
hov centennial Thursday at 8:00 
pm in Government 101. 

The co-sponsored program en- 
titled "An Evening of Chekhov,'* 
will be moderated by The Evening 
Star drama critic, Jay Carmody. 
Panel speakers will be C. F. 
Strickland, resident director of 
Arena Stage; Professor Helen 
Yakobaon, executive officer of the 
University Russian department; 
and Assistant Professor Paul 
Stacy of the English department 
and adviser to the Writer's club. 

Mr. Strickland will examine the 
merits of Chekhciv's dramatic 
technique; Professor Yakobson 
will speak on Chekhov's reputa- 
tion in the Soviet Union; and Pro- 
fessor Stacy will discuss symbol- 
ism in the Chekhov plays. 

Anton Chekhov, the novelist, 
dramatist and subject of the sym- 
posium. in his plays, helped to fur- 
ther the movement of historic 


realism in the theater. His art has 
been described as psychological, 
but his psychology ignores the in- 
dividual. 

Mr. Strickland, whose appoint- 
ment as a ntember of Arena 
Stage's permanent staff has been 
made possible through a grant 
from the Ford Foundation, has re- 
cently returned from Finland 
where he studied the repertory 
system for two years on a Ful- 
bright fellowship. 

Strickland's Achievements 

He has taught at the Finnish 
National Theatre and has served 
as U. S. delegate to the Interna- 
tional Theatre Congress. From 
1940-1957, he was associate pro- 
fessor of drama at Stanford Uni- 
versity. His other associations 
with the theatre include teaching 
at the University of Colorado and 
Weslyan University, founding of 
the Berkshire Playhouse and di- 
recting the Washington Civic 
Theatre and the St. l^uis Little 


Theatre. He has directed four 
plays in New York and guest di- 
rected for the Tanglewood Opera 
Festival. Strickland is also well- 
known in theatre circles for his 
Textbook Techniques of Acting. 

Mr. Stacy, a frequent speaker 
at student functions this year, 
counts among his published works 
The Blue River Poetry Review and 
The Lyric, and Is a contributor to 
The Washington Poet book re- 
views. He studied symbolism in 
poetry under Mark Van Doren at 
Columbia University. 

Mrs. Yakobson, who was bom In 
St. Petersburg and was educated 
in Manchuria, has written several 
textbooks for students of Russian. 
She has been teaching Russian at 
the Universfly since 1951. She was 
also the originator of the Wash- 
ington Russian T.V. program 
which received an award from 
McCall's magazine.

• BENEATH THE EMOTIONAL 
slogans and cliches appear two 
significant issues In the Student 
Council election. Fundamentally, 
they are (1) whether a one- 
politltical-party system can be 
held responsible to the entire stu- 
dent bo^ if permitted to over- 
whelmingly dominate student ac- 
tivities and. if so, (2) whether that 
political p^y has so owducted 
itself as to merit this return to 
office. 

In evaluating these Issues an 
analogy with last year's election 
offers little support for the prece- 
dent of a one party system at 
George Washington. Last year, 
two political parties offered slates 
of candidates to be voted upon by 
the student body: the Indians and 
the CCP. However, the Indians 
soon were disintegrated, resulting 
in a free reign over student ac- 
tivities by one group. 

Can one political party, if left 
unchecked by opposition, be held 
responsible to the group it pur- 
ports to represent? When this is- 
sue is viewed either historically or 
politically on the state and na- 
tional scene, the evidence suggests 
that one political party seldom 
provides a satisfactory answer to 
responsible government. Witness, 
for example, the Democratic party 
in our southern states. 

Even if we could assume, for 
the sake of discussion — and it is 
not true — that a one party system 
could be responsible, has the CCP 
at GW really so conducted itself 
as to merit an overwhelming t«- 
tum to office? An .examination of. 
the composition of the CCP, state- 
ments of its own candidates for 
offices, and a Ipok at the way its 
slate was chosen esnts much 
needed light on this issue. 

First^ the composition of the 
CCP is not only unrepresentative 
of the independents on campus but 
also is unrepresentative of the 
fraternities and sororities as well. 
An examination of their member- 
ship roster reveals that three or 
four fraternities compose over a 
majority of its members. Its mem- 
berslUp represents two per cent of

• A SPECTRE HANGS over poU- 
Uci at GW, that of a one party 
syatem. One might ask, what la 
wrong with a one party aystemT 
The anawert are both obvious and 
serious. 

1. A political party will only 
attract a few hundred members 
to Its membership. In an organi- 
sation of that size there will be 
blocks of power. Even in tbe 
party there is a large group (a 
minority) that has little, if any, 
voice, in the aflain of the party. 
And then there are what is 
termed party bosses, that is to 
say, men who control the major- 
ity. Thus you have a situation 
whereby a few can effectively and 
efficiently control campus politics, 
especial^ if only one party exists. 

2. The posslUlity of loss of In- 
terest by tbe student body, be- 
cause of lack of opposition, is also 
very eminent. No one is interest- 
ed In an unopposed candidate 
(and yet there are seven this year 
and U the power of the party 
keeps groadng, more and more of 
tlM opposition will be snuffed out).

Demaoracy or Moaopoly

tional one, but one of the impor- 
tant factoes In having a student 
govenment at all, la to teach to- 
morraada dtizena (If they don’t 
livo in D. C, that la) the rights 
and reaponalhllltiaa of voting wise- 
ly, A ona party system Is almost 
im-AmarIcan, in that its afanost 
umOaputed possess i o n of power 
creataa a m o n opoly.

The minority must 
have a wdoa. Thus a aecoaid party 
la naadad. 1 have no aynvathy, 
bowaver, with those who only 
eomidain and do not srork. If tho 


students of this university want 
a two party system, they must 
form one, thnx^ hard work and 
Intensive effort If they don't 
want to work for what they be- 
lieve In, thee they deserve a one 
party monopoly! 

4. Many good men will and 
have given up campus politics and 
thus deprived the SC of many 
good future noembers, due to the 
behind the scenes, smoked room 
type of political manuevering. 
There are some honorable men 
left, you know. 

CCP AcoompHalunentB 

Perhaps a brief review of what 
the party has done and will do is 
in order from a relatively impar- 
tial quarter (since you don't and 
won't get it from the Hatchet’s 
editors, both running (or offices). 
Tbe organization of the CCP last 
spring was a land-mark in GW's 
political history. At first the party 
made big promises, but faithfully 
kept them. The Student (Council 
this year has been an efficient one, 
having more voice in university 
affairs than usual. All the propa- 
ganda they have been feeding you 
about what they have accom- 
plished is In essence true, and (or 
that they should be prai^. 

But why are two of last year's 
Party Ticket running against the 
party this year? Why was one of 
the party's founders (B. Stuart) 
Ignored in this year’s selections? 
Why did all but one of those de- 
siring nomination run unopposed 
at this year's CCP Nominations 
(Convention? Behind these gues- 
tiont lie the basic trouble with 
the party, in specific and a one 
party system, in general. 

Dave Aaronson, an original 
founder of the CCP, Is doing what 
probably will be political suicide; 
that is, be is running against co- 
foonder Stan Heckman, hia fra- 
tacniiy'a president. What are hia 
raasons? Some of them are good 
ones, quits genuine in fact Others 
are mare polltlral trips, perhaps 
unworthy of Mr. AaronsoiL Say- 
ing that mere two percent of the 
atodent body ia represented in tbe 
CCP, ia not too accurate, since on- 
ly 3(100 of the Student bother 


to vote, and anyone— -with fifty 
cents, that ia — can join the party. 

The basis of his move is that 
his party, the monster he helped 
create, has become controlled by 
a few who have effectively devel- 
oped a monopoly in campus poli- 
tics and a majority In tte party. 
What does Stan Heclonan have 
to say about the embarrassing ac- 
tions of Mr. Aaronson, his fellow 
fraternity brother. He claims that 
it is "unfortunate” that there is 
only one party and that he would 
push for a “true Party system" 
at GW. That is not saying very 
much but perhaps that is the es- 
sence of a good politician. He also 
asserted that if RE had lost the 
party nomination, he would never 
have done what Aaronson did. 
That remains to be. seen, and cer- 
tainly caimot be taken at face 
value seriously. 

Both men are able, amiable 
young men, greedy for power and 
prestige, perhaps, bqt then who 
isn't who runs (or that high cam- 
pus office. AD must admire Aaron- 
son’s courage while at the same 
time admiring Heckman’s poUti- 
cal knowhow and record. I would 
like to wish the best of luck and 
thank them (or making at least 
one of the races (or SC inter- 
esting and torrid. 

Why 1 Write 

Some might wonder why I, a 
former candidate on the (3CP 
ticket last year would be writing 
such a letter as this? Well, ob- 
viously I’m not a party member 
anymore, and the reasons can be 
seen in the above material. I 
think that there are quite a few 
others like me who also have 
quit taking an active part in the 
(XT. 1 (eel that in writing this, 
perhaps two things might get 
started: 

1. Someone might start getting 
a second party organized— a per- 
manent affair that can next year 
give the CCP a real run tor its 
money. 

3. The members within the CCP 
might take stock of things with- 
in the party as they really arc, 
and then do sosnething about it.

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Failures In Camus' Plays 
Discussed By Prof. Stacy 


• THE FAILURES OF Albert 
Camus to produce a successful 
play, Paul Stacy, assistant pro- 
fessor of English, attributed to the 
great profusion of intelligent and 
philosoprical "taik" and the ab- 
sence of action in his theatrical 
works. 

Acclaim for Novels 
The acclaim he received for his 
novels and essays was not repeat- 
ed when he presented his plays to 
the French public. Stacy said. Al- 
though his works have been 
known and available to American 
producers for a long time, these 
producers have "feareH to present 
them to the public because of cer- 
tain failures." These failures 
Stacy attributed to classical 


fact that whatever flesh exists 
exists symbolically, which suggests 
that people are not people. 

Poetle Achievement 

"Although his plays are not es- 
sentially drama as those of O'Neil 
are, they are, however, exquisite 
in their poetic achievement as 
shown clearly In 'Misunderstand- 
ing' and 'Caligula'." But the 
American public, and apparently 
the French, want plays dealing 
with live people Instead of vague 
allegorical beings. “As the pro- 
ducers have overlooked Plato, so 
have they overlooked Camus," 
Stacy said. 

In conclusion Stacy comment- 
ed, “It is possible that Camus 
could perhaps not give what they 
wanted, but It is more preferable
